Mr. READ being entitled to the lioor, said, 
that feeling much indisposed this morning, yet 
not wishing to detain the Senate longer On this 
bill, he would endeavor to say all be had to say 
upon the question to-day. Two years ago he had 
the honor to introduce a bill similar to the one 
under consideration, which passed the Senile, 
but passed into the orders of the day in the House, 
and was never reached. He regretted to differ 
with the Senator from Union, being of the same 
political f lith. He d ies not differ with the Sen- 
tor in his reading of the Constitution of the 
State. Had he been a member of the Conven- 
tion that framed the Constitution, he would have 
vo'ed ag dust that prohibitory clause. If the in- 
Btltntion of slavery is right, then, in G id's name, 
don't letter it — if it is wrong, then it should not 
exist at all. He believes the institution is right 
— of divine Origin, The law which he desires 
to repeal debarred the misses from purchasing 
servants, but beneli:ed a favored few. He was 
opposed to all such enactments. The speech of 
the Senator from Union did not reprisent the 
feelings of the people he represents on the Senate 
floor. The two parties who oppose the repeal of 
Ihe law of 1433, are those who wish to monopo- 
lize slave property in Kentucky, and those who 
de-ire to emancipate the slaves. Tlu< Senator 
proceeded upon the idea, yesterd iv, that the com- 
mercial interests of the State did nut demand the 
augmentation of slave property — that the coin- 
meree of Kentucky did not need the increase of 
stare property that would result from the repei! 
of this law. In 1-if'J the Virginia Legislature 
acted upon the question in such a m inner, that 
the Kentucky Legislature, of the year following, 
(1(133, J hiving caught the idea, passed the law 
we ire now trying to repeil. 

Mr. READ read extract! from the speeches de- 
livered in tiic Virginia Legislature, in 1SJ2, bv 
Messrs. Bury, Boiling, Lee, end others. He 
thought thai Washington, JetTers m, and all those 
old fathers of the republic') wore mist iken in their 
ideas of the effect of slavery upon the commer- 
cial interests of the count y. H. levered the 
memory of Washington, M itkujotr, and Jefferson; 
but their opinion i. however correct in their dar, 
are u/t good an h iri'y now. He then riad from 
the Report of the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
show that the Southern States export vastly 
more produce to foreign ;>o:*ts than the northern 
Slates. Tin) South has prospered far beyond the 
North. Toe institution of slavery, instead of 
proving a blighting cur- e,h id been, and was, a pos- 
itive blessing, lie h id no ide i the Senator de- 
Fires to cipile or em mcipatc the institution in 
Kentucky; but the cmrsc he h id pointed out for 
Kentucky to pursue would have that effect. 

The burthen of the Sun iter's remarks was, that 
the repeal of this law would intniduce into the 
State a c'ass of s aves th it would vitiate the prop- 
erty ire already hold. He was entirely mistaken 
— it would have no such elfect. Mr. Read was 
for throwing the doors wide open. If it is right 
lor one m in to own s ave-, it is right for all lo 
own them. The m inopoly of slave property is 
the surest me lis of breaking down and eradi- 
cating slavery. He bo ii ves in the Jacksonian 
policy: "Equal and exact justice to all, exclusive 
privile res 1 1 none." No other doctrine should be 
tolerated in this c mntry. He ihen reid a resolu- 
tion offered in the lower house of Conjress, In
